That portion of the road waich was within 
the billeting area was restricted to civilian traffic and was passed by the 
official bus line only. While riding this bus, prior to November 1951,

Pricr ta Noverber 1951, an ammunition depot euarded ty military sentrics 

was located on the premises of an old Rumanian ammunition depot on the 
north side of Kimmel Street (Jonescu de la Brad), The depot was subterranean 
and the tonside was planted with trees, The way from the so-called factory 
railroa® sueuso. to the installation ran northenortheast and required about 
1S rine » Wai. - Dwellings wore Located around the depot. Continuous 
traffic ae truck- was observed in the area‘of the installation. 
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Prior to Noverber 1951, most of the Rumanian soldiers seen in Timisoara 
were engaced in the construction of the new barracks installations; only 
very few soldiers were seen. in the streets cf the city. Ina the summer and 
fell of 1951, Soviet tanks and trucks towing puns were repeatedly cbhserved 
moving tewards the Jardwald (woeds), where 2 Lbeday field exercise, 
including exercises vith cas mas“s, was held in the summer of 1951, The 
exercise, always identified tw the heavy noise of battle, was discontinued 
every second or third dey. One train with ratertal for the Soviet trreops 
arrived at the factory station about cach nonth» % 


Prier to November 1951, about 20 Low wooden buildings occunied by Rumanian 
seldiers were lceatec in a large meadow on Sarului Street and near Cerculai 
“trea. south of the clty. Several new builcings were under construction 
near this compound; the hrickwork of about 60 percent of them had been 
completed in Octcher 1950. About 12 SP artillery suns, 6 cuns, including 
AA cuns and cuns probably of heavy calibers, and sidecar motorcycles were 
last seen in this area in October 1951. Soviet soldiers exclusively were 


observed with the yveapons and vehicles. Similar tanks and cuns were also 


se2n on the road to Lipova north of Tinisoera in Aurust 19SL. The SP 
artillery cuns had borie wheels ond track=sunvorting rollers, a box«like

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Prior to Vay 1951, Soviet troops were seen in the former Cavalry Barracks 
west of the main railroad station in Arad, Fron hO to 50 armored vehicles 
of an undetermined type were observed novine out of this barracks installa. 
tion, They ran on wheels anc tracks anc had armored lids at their front 
Sic¢, Source referred to these vehicles as Katyushka. They used to fo te 
the ara northeast of the city for field training, bat they were also 
repeatedly seen in the training area west of the Avadul Hou borovrh, south 
of the tMuresul River, ot 


Prior to the fall of 1951, up to 30 T+3l, tanks were repeatedly chserved 
moving out-of the fortress in Arad, These tants practiced in the area south 
west of Aradul Nou. #* In September LOS1, concrete construction work was 
started at the foundations of the pliers ef the highway bridre between Arad 
and the Aradul Nou bereurh. Loesl residents said that this hricce needed 
reinforcerent, Soviet tanks passing, this bridre usually moved very slovily 
and only individually, 


Another harracks installation, which source referred to as the AYrtLLLery 


Barracks, was located mn the south side of the road to Peciea, aporoxinately 


oprosite to the former Cavalry Barracks in the nerthern sector of Arad, 
Source learned that Rumanian anldiers were quartered there, but nevar saw

About 29 October LOSL, snurce visited a 2l=year-old relative whr had 
been inducted as a private in a Rumanian unit in Oradea vare (R L/P 
65) on 3 Heverber 1950, The unit included many young Uuranian soldiers 
and was quartered in a new harracks installation which was still under 
construction. Seuree did not recall the Locstion of this installation,g 
tnt stated that it was a 10-minute streetcar ride from the main raile 
road station; the streetcar ran past the installation. Ne wes allowed 
to enter the installation and saw runs, trucks and armored vehicles 


there; the suns and armored vehicles were covered with straw and parked 


in the rear of the billetine area. Source saw about 15 Long-harreled 
guns of about 120 mm, each on two larre vheels with pneumatic tires, 


and 5 armored vehicles wiich had broad tracks and mounted a long=barreled 


slins wore green=brown uniform consisting of Long 
trousers and a tunic with epaulets of uniform cloth heaving colden 
crossbraids as insignia of rank, A small red flag with hameer, sickle 
and star was worn on the upper left sleeve.
